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gricfe) informed of the manifeſt danger of your 
affaires, if you haue not ſpeedy knowledgeand in- 
relligence thereof, I am reſolutely determined to 
put my ſelfe into ſome ſure place, to the end that 
therein being free, and at liberty, I may giue you 
the vnderſtanding of that, which otherwiſe was 
impoſhble for mee to doe, being in the power and 
cuſtody of thoſe, which hide it ſrom you, as the 
teſt Lords of your Realme, and Rrangers alſo 
aue with thouſands of proteſtatious counſelled 
me to doe. 

To this end I haue ventured a dangerous en- 
terpriſe, and withall haue deſired my Coſen the 
duke Deſpernon, to permitme to retire vnto Anges- 
leſme, whether I goe, vpon aſſurance of the true 
knowledge that I haue of the fidelitic and affecti - 
on which he beareth to your good ſeruice, and for 
the moſt ancient friend, which the King your Fa- 
ther (of moſt happy memoric)my Lord and Huſ- 
band gaue vnto me, with charge in his latter daies 
to repoſe my confidence in him, and wholy to vſe 
his counſel and wiſdome in your moſt important, 
and mine one particular affaires, if I haue any 
that can be ſeperated from yours. Which hauing 
done for your good, and to moue you to ſeeke a 
remedy againſt thoſe inconueniences which may 
in any wiſe trouble you, I perſwade my ſelfe that 
you will approve and allow of my reſolution, and 
takeit well that I invite you therevnto by the moſt 
tender affections of a louing Mother, as a ſo by — 
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true? duties which a faithfull ſubiect can in any 
wiſe yeelde vnto you, aſſuring you that you fhall 
doe a thing which much imports your good,and 
extreamely obliege mee, it you graunt mee ſuch 
meanes and manner as it ſhall pleaſe you to allow 
of, thereby ro make you know that which I ought 
to doe, without hatred or ambition, to the end I 
may ſee and behold you raigne happily,and your 
Kingdome peaceable. And for my part to make 
knowae, that in time paſt, preſent, and to come, I 
neuer had,nor will haue other intent and purpoſe, 
but to doe you ſeruice; for the which I will not 
onely forget al my diſpleaſures, but moſt willingly 
facrifice both my liberty and life, when the good 
counſell which you ought to haue, or your lelfe, 
ſhall thinke it conuenient. 

The delay whereof cannot but procure impoſh- 
bility vnto the remedies, which now are eaſie, ſure, 
and honourable, as Iwill give you to vnderſtand 
with all manner of ſincerity and reſpect, as alſo 
with proteſtation neuer after to deſire any autho- 
rity 1 the conduction or mannaging of 
your affalfes: for, as I dealt therein with much 
danger and trouble in the time of your nonage, as 
dutie bound mee; fo at this time I pretend to 
haue no other part therein but the glory, to ſee 
them gouerned by your ſelfe, with that dignity 
and authority which is due vnto you, and reioyce 
(as I would now preſently and gladly doe) to 
heare euery man contented with your raigne, and 
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to preach and ſet forth your vertues, and com-

| man will approue 
the counſell that 
hath beene giuen 
vnto you, to ab- 
ſtaine tenne dayes 
rom returning an 
anſwere vnto my 
Letters, and then to put mee in a doubt how 
to vnderſtand your intentions, which to be 
borrowed from others, and none of — 
A2 
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doe too much eonceiue and apprehend, by 
the greatnumbers of Commiſhons, whichare 
ſent forth vnder your Name to renforce and 
to leuie new companies of foot, and troupes 
of horſe, by the Switzers which are ſaid to be 
ſent for, by the Cannons which are reported 
to be already mounted and ſer forward out 
of your Arſenall, and by the munitions of 
warre which are ſent againſt mee; I moſt 
humbly intreate you my Lord and deare 
Sonne, for a while to ſtay your proceedings, 
and withall to conlider , what you are by 
others moued to doe. 

When writ that I deſired to be ſo much 
oblieged vnto you, as that I might let you vn- 
derſtand and know ſuch things fpecially as 
import the good and fprtherance of your 
ſeruice and eſtate, and to belecue that the 
extremitie of the griefewhich I conceaue for 
the armes and forces which you are counſel · 
led to leuye, at this preſent doth in a manner 
kill mee. The ſtaine which is giuen to your 
name in all ages of a prodigious violence, and 
the deſolation of your people, which thereby 
will enſue, will doe you more wrong, then 
death can procurevnto me, in ſuch manner, 
that proſtrating my ſeife at your feete; I * 
ſee 
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ſeech you, and 2 intreate you, ſpeede- 
ly to countermaund all your aforeſaid prepa- 
rations of forces and armies now Jevycd , 
which are bent onely againſt mee, what he 
ſoeuer is otherwiſe made & pretended, ſecing 
they are preſently levyed vpon my departvre 
from Blors, and that it is euidently knowne, 
that at this preſent you haue no other occa- 
ſion of ciuill or forraigne warre to moue you 
thereunto: And therefore once againe I car- 
neſtly intreate youto giueeare vnto mel my 
intent and determination had no other 
ground then onely a delire to be freed of cap- 
tivitie-I thinke and certainely beleeue that 
no man could diſlike itʒthere being no law in 

the world, (no not among the Barbarians) 

which prohibiteth Priſoners to ſecke for 
their libertie, and to ſecure their liues. 

But ſeeing that I neuer had, nor yet haue, 
any intent or meaning but to let you know 
and be made acquainted with the evident 
danger of your affaires, as alſo of your good 
Subiects, eaſily to be perceiued, by the with- 
drawing of your perſon and your counſel] 
from the greateſt and moſt noble perſonages 
of your realme; [am vndoubtedly perſwaded, 
that your bountie would aladly haue con- 
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ceiued the paſſion of my zeale, and withall 
commended thgfidelitie and reſpe& which I 
ought to haue,and owe vnto you, if it were 
not violently diverted by thoſe, who diſdai - 
ning all the offers of amitie and good will, 
which in conlideration of you, I haue made 
vnto them, hazard the ſtate , and trouble the 
peace and tranquillity thereof , being per- 
{waded that they cannot build the — 
their fortunes, but vpon my ruine, whereur- 
to I would gladly conſent, if thereby I might 
further and procure the continuance of your 
greatneſſe. 

I proteſt before God and his holy Angells, 
that for mine owne part, I awd nothing, 
neither haue any other deſigne then that 
which I ought to haue, for the proſperitie of 
your raigne & kingdome:and for that I ſee & 
manifeſtly perceiue your eares to be ſtopped 
againſt my faithfull and iuſt ſupplications, I 
muſt and {hall be conftrained, preſently to 
make knowne in all places both of France 
and Europe, and hereafter vnto your ſelfe, 
thetrue proofes of my ſinceritie and innocen- 
cie, aſluring you, that as much as I can, I will 
ſeeke meanes to impeach and hinder the 


force of armes, whereunto you are drawne, 
not 
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not onely againſt the law of God, but alſo of 
the whole world, and Nature, cauſing the 
t perſonages of your Monarchie, offen- 
40 and diſcontented, to breake their bounds 
and to doe as much againſt the obedience 
Whereunto ( as it is well knowne) I alwaies 
counſelled them: But for mine one part, 
Iwill in all places, vſe my libertie and my life 
to pleaſe and content you, but yet to oppoſe 
my ſelfe againſt the crueltie of thoſe that go · 
uerne, if for the ſpace of this whole weeke J 
perceiue and ſee the continuance of the vn- 
iuſt forces, vhich at this preſent are prepared, 
contrary to that which I hope to finde in 
your good nature, andthe equity of my cauſe, 
which I expect from God; I thinke I ſhall be 
forced by my iuſt and generall complaints, to 
publiſh and make knowne, that my deplo- 
rable misfortunescontinually encreaſe by vn- 
iuſt and ſuperfluous exceſſe of the ambitions 
and feares of thoſe that ſoueraignely poſſeſſe 
your perſon and Kingdome: and that as 
y your permiſhon, (but yet with my moſt 
great diſpleaſure and diſlike) I e to diſ- 
poſe my actions to the neceſſities of defence, 
alwayes contayning my ſelfe ſo religiouſly 
within the bounds thereof, that I may onely 


draw 
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draw you from an opinion of diſlike, for gi- 
uing mee leaue to ſuppreſſe them, that ſo I 
may preſerue my life, and the long dayes vp- 
on earth, which I aſſure my ſelſe you will and 
wiſh vnto her, which is, and euer ſhall bee, 
whatſocuer happeneth, my Lord and deare 
Sonne.
